The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
Loanda (Mr. H. G. Mackie) on the trade of Angola in 1908, which 
will shortly be issued :— 


Stores for the sale of agricultural machinery and implements are 
greatly needed in Angola. The rum industry 
being doomed to extinction, agriculture will 
doubtless enter into other and more prosperous 
channels. Such machines as are at present offered for sale in 
Angola, being cheap and trashy, are unsuited to plantation 
work, and, although the Governor-General has imported a variety 
of machines and implements for re-sale, a greater assortment 
is needed to meet the growing demands that are likely to be 
created by the new industries that are now being fostered.

Drugs are imported mostly from Portugal and Germany and to a 
limited extent from the United Kingdom. 


Drugs, Soaps, Portuguese soaps are highly protected by the 


p og te t tariff, but the better qualities nevertheless come 
es ke ement, from the United Kingdom and Germany. In 


toilet soaps preference is given to French 
manufactures. In enamelled ware and hardware Germany under- 
sells all other countries. Ordinary paints come from Germany. 
Portugal is now supplying a large proportion of the cement used 
in Angola. Beads and other cheap articles for the native trade 
are supplied by Germany. 


Bags for packing the salt produced at Cacuaco are im- 
ported at Loanda. It is stated that one 
firm imports some 30,000 of these bags per 
annum.

Filters are in general use by all Europeans, but the demand is 

largely met by Mossamedes, where filters are 

Filters. made out of a soft stone. The better class of 

Europeans use Pasteur nickel-plated filters with 

screw-down taps for attachment to the water service pipes, earthen- 

ware and stone table filters, decorated and plain, as well as silicated 
carbon filters. These are imported through Lisbon. 


Gunpowder is readily accepted by the natives and might become 
an important factor in the barter trade, but the 
restrictions imposed upon the importation of 
arms and ammunition operate in the restraint 
of trade in this commodity. Trade guns of the muzzle-loading 
percussion cap pattern are, however, admitted into the country, 
and are eagerly sought after by the natives.

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD.

Enquiries are sometimes addressed to the Muscat Consulate, by 
merchants and manufacturers in the United Kingdom, for infor- 
mation regarding the sale of goods. It is to be noted that no 
organised industry is carried on, and that there are no roads for 
wheel traffic. There is no sale for photographic or rubber goods, 
motor cars, bicycles, bioscopes, kinematographs or laundry 
machines, &c., about which enquiries are sometimes made. 
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IMPORT TRADE OF SWITZERLAND IN 1908. 


The following information is from the report by the British 
Vice-Consul at Zurich (Mr. J. C. Milligan) on the trade of 
Switzerland in 1908, which will shortly be issued :— 

In 1908 the number of commercial travellers who applied for 
the requisite Swiss licence (see ‘ Board of Trade Journal” of Ist 
April, 1909, p. 41) was 33,727, or 1,921 more than in 1907, 
Swiss firms were represented by 26,630 travellers and foreign 
houses by 7,C97. Of the total number, 10,887 represented firms 
dealing in food products of all kinds, 7,200 represented textile 
industries and 3,725 the machinery and metal branches. 

The following comparison of the imports in 1908 from the 
seven countries from which Switzerland mainly purchased her 
requirements, and the number of travellers representing each 
country, may be of interest :—

The exports from the United Kingdom to Switzerland in 1908 
decreased by 891,000/. as compared with 1907, which is mainly 
accounted for by the reduction in exports of cotton manu- 
factures for embroidery (viz., 812,000/.); this decline, however, 
may be regarded as only temporary, and the provisional statistics 
for the first nine months of 1909 give evidence of an improvement. 

Swiss merchants are anxious for a more equally balanced trade 
between the two countries, and British commercial travellers 
might with advantage give greater attention to the Swiss market 
than is given at present. ‘There are many classes of goods, such 
as machinery of all kinds, finished leather goods, leather gloves, 
cutlery, gold and silver ware, woollen carpets, porcelain and china 
goods, woollen, linen and cotton ready-made goods, and copper 
and brass goods, in which a larger trade might be done by 
British wholesale merchants and traders. But in order to effect 
this, it would be necessary to arrange for stocks to be kept in the 
country. As a rule, Swiss retailers and even wholesale dealers do 
not care to place large orders for a long time ahead, but prefer to 
buy goods as needed from an agent or representative who keeps a 
stock, and who can supply them with what they require by return. 
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Import Trade of Switzerland in 1908. 


If it is not possible to send travellers, much can be done by 
employing the services of Swiss agents, who make it a rule to 
travel over the whole of Switzerland. During the year 1908 
a growing desire was apparent for first-class British goods. The 
British Vice-Consul is prepared to give on application the names 
of several qualified agents who have expressed their wish to 
represent first-class British houses for leading articles of manu- 
facture (see p. 509). Zurich, Basle, St. Gall and Geneva would 
all be good centres for establishing an agency. 





RUBBER PRODUCTION IN ANGOLA. 


The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
Loanda (Mr. H. G. Mackie) on the trade of Angola in 1908, which 
will shortly be issued : — 

Wild Rubber.—Careful investigations have been conducted by 
a Government botanist in the regions lying between the rivers 
Cutato and Cutchi and the Cubango and Cului on the plateau of 
Benguella. Among the numerous latex-yielding plants collected, 
the most promising rubber plant is said to be a shrub (carpodinus 
gracilis) growing in shady places on a soil with no rocks or stones, 
but having a deep layer of sand free from stagnant water. ‘This 
shrub furnishes a rubber of good quality, which is extracted by the 
natives by beating the rhizomas (horizontal trunks) between two 
pieces of wood—one having a flat surface and the other shaped 
like a mallet. The bark is thus separated from the wood and 
reduced to fragments held together by the rubber tissues, the 
globules of caoutchouc coagulating as soon as they come in contact 
with the air, and thus none of the latex is lost. As soon as the 
bark that contains the rubber is peeled off, the native continues 
the beating operation until the whole is reduced to a spongy 
elastic mass, known in the trade as a “manta” or sheet. The 
‘‘manta ” at this stage consists of the rubber threads binding the 
broken bark that has been reduced to dust. It is now worked in 
cold water and again beaten. Repeating this working and beating 
process, the native is able to prepare a physically almost pure 
rubber, by means, however, of great labour. [or this last reason it 
does not always pay him to clean the rubber too much. After this 
working and beating process the spongy mass turns into a flaccid 
rubber sheet of less than half an inch in thickness and sometimes 
as much as 4 feet square. This rubber sheet is now steeped in 
boiling water for some five minutes, when it becomes quite plastic, 
and in this state is shaped by hand into its characteristic sausage- 
like form of about 10 inches in length. Although the water is 
pressed out as much as possible during the modelling operation, 
the rubber still contains 30 per cent. of moisture, which must, of 
course, be evaporated if the rubber is to be preserved from damage. 
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The drying of the rubber has to be attended to by the buyer. The 
native frequently collects big loads of stems and rhizomas in the 
cold and dry season far away frum his village. These loads are 
brought in and stored for weeks before the rubber is extracted. If 
there is much dry material to work, it is immersed overnight to 
render the bark more malleable and less adhesive to the wood. 

The rubber in question is classified as second class rubber in 
Angola, as it is usually badly cleaned, 7.e., full of particles of bark. 
A first class product could be obtained from this plant in Angola if 
the natives would take the trouble to cleanse the rubber more than 
they do. 

One-fifth of the ground traversed by the Government botanist 
between the Cubango and the Quembo, an affluent of the Cuando, is 
covered by this plant, from 16 deg. south latitude to the Congo 
Basin ; it thrives better, however, in some localities than in others. 

The root rubber industry, entailing a great amount of manual 
labour, is essentially a black man’s industry, but the methods 
of extracting and preparing the rubber leave much to be desired. 
The employment of machinery would, no doubt, help to solve the 
problem, but the lack of means of communication is at present the 
chief obstacle to the attainment of a higher standard. Moreover, the 
country is not yet occupied, and the natives are much too uncivilized 
at present to admit of much improvement. Rubber is gathered 
over a vast expanse of country by the natives, who carry it on their 
heads to the up-country stores, where they barter it for other goods. 
These stores are situated in the populous centres and follow up the 
trade, the merchants moving from one district to another as cir- 
cumstances may require. In 1903 a European bought 26,500 lbs. 
of rubber in the populous valley of the Cuango, an affluent of the 
Kuito; soon afterwards three Portuguese factories started business 
on that river. The produce is likewise brought in by Boer wagons, 
the Portuguese traders using these conveyances for penetrating into 
the unoccupied regions for hundreds of miles. 

In a previous report (see pp. 243-4 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 380th January, 1908), reference was made to an 
asclepiaceae rubber, of which samples were sent from Angola to 
the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, with a 
view to inducing manufacturers in the United Kingdom to quote 
for machines and implements for extracting the product. A British 
rubber company has recently embarked upon this enterprise, and 
the necessary machines are now on their way out to Africa. 
The rubber grows on the Burro-burro plain of the mainland 
of Benguella, which the railway is about to cross. The per- 
centage of rubber is very low, being only some 24 per cent., 
but with the mechanical process about to be applied better and 
more rapid results will doubtless be obtained. The British firm is 
also sending out rubber cleaning plant, for erection on the coast, 
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that should extract about 45 per cent. of dirt and bark from the 
native rubber, which hag up to now been paying freight and export 
duty. 

Cultivated rubber (see notices on pp. 24-5 of the ‘‘ Board of 
Trade Journal” of Ist April, 1909, and pp. 278-9 of the issue of 
5th November, 1908).—In the forest belt of the Loanda district 
endeavours are being made, on the initiative of the Government, to 
cultivate Para, Panama and Lagos silk rubber trees, and in 1907 
and 1908 seeds and plants were imported for purposes of distribu- 
tion. An experimental station, under the direction of a botanist 
from Kew Gardens, has been established at N’Dalla Tando, a station 
on the Loanda-Malange Railway, for the purpose of rearing and 
distributing such economical plants as are likely to thrive and 
become useful for the general development of agriculture in 
Angola. Various other agricultural experimental stations have 
been set up in various parts of the colony, and a laboratory has 
been established at Loanda in which researches can be made. 

With regerd to cultivated rubber, it may generally be said that, 
while there are indications pointing to a handsome return in the 
future, the industry is still in an experimental stage of development. 
Mainly owing to the small yields of the present system of tapping 
the manihot glaziovti, only poor results have been attained by 
planters on a small scale, who have not been able each to produce 
more than a few pounds ef rubber for shipment to markets where 
many tons could be easily disposed of. The better yielding species 
such as the Paré, Central American and Lagos silk rubbers have 
still to attain a sufficient age to permit of their being tapped. 





PROTECTION OF TRADE MARKS AND PATENTS 
IN MOROCCO.

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PROPOSED TARIFF CHANGES. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
The “ Straits Settlements Government Gazette ” of 12th November 
contains the text of a Bill to consolidate and 
amend the Law for collecting a revenue of 
excise upon intoxicating liquors in the Straits 
Settlements. 

The Bill provides that the collection of duties 
on liquor should no longer be farmed out, but be performed by an 
officer appointed by the Governor. 

Other principal changes made by the Bill in the existing Law 
are that :-— 

(a) The import, manufacture and sale of bhang are absolutely 
prohibited. 

(6) The distinction between European and Native wines and 
spirits has been abolished. 

(c) Spirituous liquors of proof cr over will pay duty at the 
prescribed rate according to strength, as follows :— 

Spirituous liquors : 
Of the strength of proof spirit or over... 3 dols. per pf. gal. 
Of strength less than proof spirit ... 2°40 dols. per gal. 
[Nore.—The present rate on spirituous liquors is 2°40 dols.

(2d) The jurisdiction of the Police Courts in cases affecting 
liquors has been abolished ; and 

(e) In place of the existing farm shops there will be licensed

It is pointed 
out that piece goods woven in England and 
sent in the “ grey” state to the Continent to be printed, &c., are 
sold by the Continental houses concerned to Australia. They are 
sent to England for shipment in order that the benefit of the 
provisions of the British Preferential Tariff may be secured. In 
all such cases the Collector of Customs is to require a Statutory 
Declaration from the British manufacturers of the “ grey” 
material setting forth :— 
(a) That they manufactured the “ grey ” material from which 
the goods in question at the time were produced. 
(b) The price charged to the Continental house for the 
‘“‘ orey” material, and 
(c) The cost of imported raw material in the “ grey ” cloth as 
sold. 


The ‘Commonwealth Gazette” of 30th October last contains a

three centimetres high, the word “‘ Margarin,” or ‘‘ Margarine,” or 
the word ‘“‘ Konstister” (artificial fats), and also the name of the 
importer. If margarine or artiticial fats are not imported in such 
receptacles, they must be repacked by the importer before being 
allowed to pass through the Customs. Further, in the absence of 
proof that the goods were manufactured in and previously ex- 
ported from Sweden, the Customs officials are empowered to insist 
that the receptacles shall be marked clearly and visibly in a 
manner to indicate that the goods are of foreign manufacture. 

Margarine cheese may only be imported into Sweden if it has 
impressed on its outer surface in letters at least three centimetres 
high the word “ Margarinost ” (margarine cheese), together with 
the name of the dairy in which it was manufactured, and provided 
that the exterior is coloured by the use of arnatto boiled in ash- 
leach or other similar non-poisonous colouring matter.

Importations of neat cattle 
are, however, to be made under sanitary regulations prescribed 
by the Secretary of Agriculture, and importations of the hides 
of such cattle under the following regulations as to disinfection :— 

“ Certificates of disinfection signed by the United States Consul 
“ for the district from which the same are shipped will be required 
‘“‘ upon the entry of all hides of neat cattle, except hard sun dried 
‘and arsenic cured hides, from the countries of Europe, Africa, 
‘* Asia, and South America. Hides of neat cattle which have been 
‘sun dried and arsenic cured will be considered as having been 
‘‘ disinfected by the process of curing, and need not be submitted 
“‘ to any further treatment. 

“ Disinfection with sulphur-dioxide, or with a 5 per cent. 
“solution of carbolic acid, will be permitted, unless anthrax is 
‘‘ prevalent in the section of the country from which the hides are 
‘‘ shipped. In the case of disinfection with sulphur-dioxide a 
‘room must be provided which can he tightly closed, and the 
“bundles of hides must be undone, and each hide suspended 
‘“‘ separately in such a manner that there may be a free circulation 
‘of the sulphur fumes and that all parts of the surface may be 
‘acted upon. ‘There shall be at least 4 lbs. of sulphur burned 
“ for every 1,000 cubic feet of air space, and the room must be 
“ kept closed and the hides subjected to the sulphur-dioxide for 
“six hours. Dry hides may, however, be disinfected by im- 
‘“mersion in a 5 per cent. solution of carbolic acid, or a 1 to 
“1,000 solution of bichloride of mercury, until they are 
“ thoroughly wet with the disinfectant. 

‘‘ Fresh or moist hides, whether salted or not, must be disin- 
‘‘ fected by immersion in a 5 per cent. solution of carbolic acid, or 
“a1 to 1,000 solution of bichloride of mercury, provided that all 
‘‘ hides of neat cattle, whether salted, sun dried and arsenic cured, 
‘‘or fresh or moist, if shipped from a section of the country in 
‘‘which anthrax is prevalent, must be disinfected by immérsion 
“for thirty minutes in a 1 to 1,000 solution of bichloride of 
‘* mercury under the supervision of a representative of the Consul. 

“The hides of neat cattle, other than sun dried and arsenic 
‘“ cured, the product of the countries above-named, will require 
‘‘ disinfection as above whenever they shall be shipped vd@ the 
‘‘ ports of any other country, and all bides other than sun dried 
‘‘ and arsenic cured, the product of any country not named above, 
“if transhipped and actually landed at ports of any of the 
‘‘ countries named, must be disinfected in the manner indicated. 

“The regulations herein provided do not in any way modify: 
‘* or affect any regulations issued under the quarantine laws of the

“ Officers of the Customs are directed to treat hides of neat 
“ cattle shipped to the United States without proper disinfection 
“as prohibited importations, and to refuse entry of such hides, 
“including calfskins, hide cuttings and parings, or glue stock, the 
“ product of neat cattle, shipped from any of the countries named, 
“ except hides, parings, cuttings, and glue stock which have been 
‘sun dried or arsenic cured or lime dried after soaking for forty 
“ days in a strong lime wash, made by slaking quicklime in water, 
‘“ and containing sufficient lime to be of a creamy consistency; and 
“except abattoir hides, the product of Sweden, Norway, New

Scrap won and scrap steel, which may be re-manufactured by 
being subjected to intense heat and then rolled or hammered to 
the size or shape desired, is not scrap iron or scrap steel within the 
meaning of paragraph 118 of the Tariff, for the reason that the 
term “melting” in this paragraph is used in its ordinary accepta- 
tion—that is, to become liquid through heat—and therefore no 
scrap iron or scrap steel is entitled to classification under paragraph 
118 unless in its condition as imported it is unfit for use until it 
has been reduced from a solid to a fluid state by means of heat. 

Plain metal cans or containers with printed labels thereon, not 
lacquered or printed by any process of lithography, are not 
separately dutiable under paragraph 195 of the Tariff. 

Decorated wrapping paper, exhibiting a plaid or chequered 
design on its surface, is dutiable under the provision for “ papers, : 
including wrapping paper, with the surface decorated or covered 
with a design, fancy effect, pattern or character,” paragraph 411 : 
of the Tariff (44 cents per Ib.).

The term “surface” in paragraph 411 of the Tariff has no 
particular trade meaning different from the usual sense of the 
word, and it applies alike to both sides of a paper, one of which is 
rough and uncalendered and the other smooth and finished. 
Where a design cr pattern is impressed on one side of a paper, the 
paper is one the “surface ” of which is “ decorated or covered by a 
design,” within the meaning of that paragraph. 

Dollis composed of china, porcelain, parian, bisque, earthen, 
stone, and crockery ware are dutiable under paragraph 431 of the 
Tariff, at the rate of 35 per cent. ad valorem.

SWEDEN. 


H.M. Minister at Stockholm reports that a preliminary agreement 
, a is about to be signed between the newly 
Commnnas Space organised Scandinavian East Asiatic steamship 
eanes a0 line and the Swedish State railways. Negotia- 
Swedish Railways +53 have also been begun with several private 
and the Swedish railways, which are not likely to raise much 
at See objection. At the same time the Swedish East 
Steamship Line. 4 ciatic line has combined with the Danish. 
Consequently the agreement will, probably, be eventually between 
the railways of Sweden and the Swedish and Danish East Asiatic 
Companies. 

Every Swedish station from which any export to East Asia can 
conceivably take place is to come under the combined traffic 
arrangements; not only will those harbours be included from 
which the shipping company runs steamers regularly, but every 
port for which freight quotations are made. LExporters will, 
therefore, need only to make one bill of lading to ensure the 
delivery of their goods at any East Asiatic port. 
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In order to carry through the agreement, both the steamship 
company and the railways have made considerable reductions in 
freight rates, especially on machinery, paper and chemical dry 
pulp; the reduction amounts in some cases to 25 and even 50 
per cent. 

It is hoped that the new traffic arrangements will come into 
force in a few months. 





GERMANY. 


H.M. Consul-General at Hamburg (Sir W. Ward, C.V.O.) reports 
that a syndicate has been formed at Hamburg 
and Bremen under the name of the ‘ Rhederei 
Vereinigung G. m. b. H.” (Union of Shipowners, 
Limited), with a joint capital of 550,000/., by the following shipping 
companies at Hamburg, viz.:—the “ Hamburg America Line,” 
the ‘‘ Kosmos” Steamship Company, the “ Hamburg South 
American Company,” the “German East African Line,” the 
‘‘German Australian Line,” and the “ Woermann Line”; and at 
Bremen, by the ‘‘ North German Lloyd,” the German Steamship 
Company ‘* Hansa,” the “Roland Line,” and the ‘“ Hamburg 
Bremen African Line.” 

This syndicate has purchased the entire steamer fleet of the 
German ‘Sea Transport Company,” and also all the shares of the 
so-called ‘‘ Hohentohe” companies, and of the ‘‘ Union” Steamship 
Company. It is intended for the present to continue running the 
steamers of the ‘“ Union” company in the same way as hitherto, 
and likewise to carry on the steamer service of the ‘‘ Sea Transport 
Company” between Genoa-Marseilles and the River Plate. 
Those steamers of both these companies which are not actually 
utilised in carrying on these services are to be employed in the 
goods carrying trade wherever freight may offer. 

The primary object of the formation of this syndicate is 
stated to be the frustration of the efforts that have been made to 
form a new shipping undertaking with the assistance of foreign 
capital and foreign shipping companies, and also the establishment 
of a peaceful combination of German shipowners, which will render 
all competition in their respective spheres of trade difficult, if not 
impossible, both in Germany itself and also in other Continental 
ports.

MEXICO—JAPAN. 


With reference to the notice on p. 79 of the “ Board of Trade 
New Chenskip Journal” of 14th October relative to the 
iesidinn establishment of a steamship service between 
Yokohama and Salina Cruz, H.M. Legation in 
Mexico report the publication of a Presidential Decree, dated 25th 
October, ratifying the contract between the Mexican Ministry of

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Communications and Public Works and the “ Toyo Kisen Kaisha” 
(Oriental Navigation Company) for the establishment of a steam- 
ship service between Japan and the Pacific coast of Mexico, 

The Company undertake, from the date of the promulgation of 
the contract, to establish a service of steamers between Yokohama 
or Kobe and Salina Cruz, calling at Manzanillo on both the out- 
ward and homeward voyages ; not less than six round voyages per 
annum are to be made. All vessels employed on the service must 
be of at least 5,000 tons register. 

The Mexican Government grant the Company a subsidy of 
10,000 pesos (about 1,020/.) for each round voyage, the total paid 
not to exceed 120,000 pesos (about 12,2501.) per annum. 

The contract is to remain in force for one year from the date of 
its promulgation, the contracting parties retaining the power to 
prolong it for a further period of two years, 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA-AUSTRALIA. 
H.M. Consul-General at New York (Mr. C. W. Bennett, C.I.E.) 
reports that, according to the “New York 
Maritime Register,” the ‘‘ Deutsche-Australische 
Dampfschiffs Gesellschaft” of Hamburg are in- 
augurating 2 service of steamers from Australia to Boston and New 
York. The first steamer of the new line, the ‘“ Verzin,” was to 
sail from Melbourne on 27th November, to be followed about a 
month later by the “ Yola.” It is expected that the “ Verzin” 
will make the passage from Melbourne in 49 or 50 days. 


CHINA. 

The Kongmoon trade report for 1908, issued by the Chinese 
Imperial Maritime Customs, states that the

goods were exhibited, for the purpose of introducing to the 
notice of the large crowds of farmers who visited the place 
from the surrounding country the benefits to be derived from the 
employment of improved farming implements manufactured abroad. 
The remaining section of the railway, to Samgaphoi, has been 
completed to within 6 miles of the sea, at which point it will 
remain for the present. It is, however, proposed to construct a 
line from the opposite shore at Kungyik to Kongmoon wid the 
important district town of Sunwui. Permission to build has already 
been granted by the Board of Communications at Peking. The 
terminus of the new line will be situated on the water front near 
the Custom House, and it is intended to build wharves so as to 
enable steamers to discharge passengers and cargo directly into 
trains, which will be drawn up at the water’s edge.

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MINERALS, METALS AND MACHINERY, 


CANADA. 

The Imperial Trade Correspondent at Toronto (Mr. F. W. Field) 
reports that the value of the output of the mines 
or Gangs oF if Ontade during the first six salts of 1909 
pricig iven by the Bureau of Mi ted to 
January-June as given by the Bureau of Mines, amounted to 
1909 ’ 10,649,923 dols. (about 2,190,000/.), an increase 
of 2,617,659 dols. (about 538,000/.) on the 
corresponding period of the previous year. The shipments from 
the Cobalt silver mines amounted to 15,360 tons of ore and 
concentrated metals, against 9,209 tons during the first six months 
of 190s; the increase in the silver contents of the shipments was 
about 45 per cent. The output of nickel increased by about 25 
per cent. and that of pig iron by about 44 per cent. ‘There was 
little change in the output of iron ore, and a slight decrease in the 

output of copper. 








NORWAY. 
H.M. Consul at Christiania (Mr. F. E. Drummond-Hay, M.V.O.) 
reports that 3,650 tons of coal, big bend, at 
24 dols. per ton f.o.b., were imported into Narvik 
from United from the United States by the s.s. “ Volrath 
States Tham.” This fuel was used for coaling on board 
; the vessel with good results. It was also tried 
with stationary engines at Narvik. It is stated to possess great 
heating capacity, but to require very careful stoking and attention. 
If indifferently managed it sticks together and gives little heat. 
The same vessel also brought 350 tons of anthracite coal, 
intended for domestic use. Only 2 hectolitres (54 bushels) were 
used as an experiment, and so far as can be ascertained, the results 
were not particularly promising. It was considered, however, that 
the quantity experimented with was insufficient to afford a satis- 
factory trial. 
The freight on the coal was 5s. per ton. 


The British Vice-Consul at Bergen (Mr. E. F. Gray) reports the 
announcement in the local press that an ex- 
cellent deposit of magnesite iron ore has lately 
been discovered at Ramfjordnaes, about 14 
miles from Tromsé. The deposits are described as lying con- 
centrated round a deep ice-free harbour, with the ore ready for 
surface working from the shore upwards. 

An estimate, which is characterised as moderate, puts the 
amount of iron ore at 150,000,000 tons within an area so con- 
centrated that the cost of production can be reduced to a 
minimum. Samples of ore sent to Christiania are said to contain 
a high percentage of iron. 

In connection with this report, the British Vice-Consul at 
Tromsé states that the deposits lie well for shipment and reach to 
the water’s edge.

SWITZERLAND. 

The following information is from the report by the British 
Vice-Consul at Zurich (Mr. J. C. Milligan) on the trade of 
Switzerland in 1908, which will shortly be issued :— 

According to official reports, the year 1908 was a most un- 
favourable one for the Swiss silk-weaving 
industry, not only owing to the prices of the 
raw material, but also very largely to the fact 
that the exports to France, the United States and Germany 
declined in consequence of the increased duties on silk levied by 
those countries. ‘The sales to the two first-named have fallen off 
by nearly 50 per cent. during the last few years; it is stated that 
the trade with Germany in silk stuffs is also steadily declining, and 
that the Swiss silk industry is becoming each year more dependent 
upon the United Kingdom as a market for her products. The 
exports to the principal countries have declined to such an extent 
that Switzerland has been compelled to turn her attention to 
smaller markets, such as the Argentine Republic, Canada, Belgium, 
Italy and Roumania, where a good trade is gradually being built up, 

The following table shows the changes which have occurred in 

the principal markets for Swiss silk during the last 20 years :—

The number of mechanical looms running -in Germany, 
France, Italy, and the United States, on account of the Zurich 
industry, has increased from 8,563 in 1900 to 12,702 in 1908. 
The weaving mills in the countries mentioned, with the excep- 
tion of the United States, are under the direct supervision of 
Zurich. It is estimated that the Swiss branches in these countries 
give employment to between 14,000 and 15,000 workpeople. As 
the same class of silk is produced as in the Swiss mills, the value 
of the silk produced by Zurich weavers in South Germany is calcu- 
lated to be at least 1,200,000/.; in France, 600,000/.; in Italy, 
280,0001.; and in the United States, 1,200,000/., making a total 
value of 3,280,0001. of silk produced in foreign countries for the 
Swiss weavers. If the value of silk produced in Switzerland 
(4,680,000/.) be added to this amount, the total value of silk pro- 
duced for the Zurich silk trade exceeds 8,000,0001. 
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PORTUGAL (ANGOLA), 

The following information is from the report by H.M. Consul at 
Loanda (Mr. H. G. Mackie) on the trade of Angola in 1908, which 
will shortly be issued :— 

Kapok grows in abundance at Icolo e Bengo, Golungo Alto, 
Cazengo, along the banks of the River Lucalla 
Kapok. and in many other places in the district of 
Loanda. The natives, who are ignorant of its 
market value, do not collect it, but endeavours have been made 
from time to time to obtain small quantities for shipment to 
Europe. A trial consignment was accordingly made to a firm in 
the United Kingdom last year, but it did not turn out to be satis- 
factory because the product could not be cleaned and prepared in 
a suitable form for the market owing to there being no machines 
in Angola for removing the kapok cotton seeds from the fibre. 
Cleaning by hand entails too much labour to compensate the 
native for his trouble, but if labour-saving machines were used the 
industry might admit of development. 


lt appears to be the intention of the Government to erect a station 
at Lunuango, on the Congo River, for fibre-

can be dyed toanycolour. Lach bale is stated to contain 25 pieces 
of 30 yards each ; the price per bale in Aden ranges from 71. 10s. 8d. 
to 91. 2s. 8d., and in Muscat from 81. 13s. 4d. to 101. 2s.8d. Imports 
of piece-goods from India and Persia increased by 6,7501. and 1,520. 
respectively. Imports from India consist of articles of European 
manufacture, such as coatings, trouserings, shirtings, chintz, &c. 
Imports from Persia chiefly consist of-a dark-coloured cotton stuff 
with a mixture of crude silk used for women’s costumes; each 
piece is about 8 yards in length, and the price is 8 dols. (14s.) per 
piece. The imports of yarn and twist were in excess of the demand, 
and a large quantity remained on hand at the close of the year.

RUSSIA: 


H.M. Consul-General at Odessa (Mr. C. S. Smith) has forwarded 
the following translation of an article, appearing 
in the official “Commercial and Industrial 
Gazette,” on the condition of the winter grain 
crops at 7th November :— 

_ Nearly everywhere in the Black Earth Zone the young shoots 
of the winter grain looked bad. The winter crops were unsatis- 
factory or even bad in the provinces of New Russia (except in the 
districts of Ismail and Akkerman in Bessarabia and in parts of 
the Odessa district and in the Crimea, where they were considered 
satisfactory) ; also in the provinces of Little Russia on the lower 
and middle Volga (excepting parts of Samara, Ufa, Kazan, 
and of Nijni Novgorod); in the central agricultural provinces 
{except in the western part of Orel); in parts of Kuban and 
Stavropol. Everywhere in this vast area the early sown crops had 
germinated well, but then through long-continued drought had 
begun to wither, and only where rains fell in early October was 
there a partial revival of the early sown crops. 

The crops looked medium in the provinces of Podolia, Kieff, 
parts of Chernigov and Ore, Kazan, Samara, Ufa, Perm and Viatka. 
Here the early sown crops gave good growth, those sown later, 
however, being less good. 

The crops were unsatisfactory in the province of Nijni-Novgo- 
rod and in parts of Vladimir, Chernigov, Kieff, and also in Volhynia, 
Archangelsk, Olonetz, and the Ter territory. 

In all other parts the condition of the winter crops was con- 
sidered fully satisfactory or good. In Siberia and the adjoining 
Steppe region the winter crops which had been sown early showed 
good growth ; those sown later suffered from the drought and grew 
slowly even when the rains fell, the night frosts checking their

growth. However, the general condition may be considered 
satisfactory. 

On account of the long-continued drought the area sown with 
winter crops is much below the average—in some cases there is a 
reduction of 30 to 40 per cent. This was particularly the case in 
the provinces of Samara, Saratoff, Astrakhan, Don Cossack Terri- 
tory, Ekaterinoslav, Kherson, Kieff, Podolia, Kharkov, and Poltava, 
especially in the peasant small hoidings. In other parts where the 
climatic conditions were less unfavourable, the reduction is not so 
great. 


The “‘ Nachrichten fiir Handel und Industrie” (Berlin), quoting from 
the official “‘ Commercial and Industrial Gazette” 

Cotton Crop. (St. Petersburg) of 10th November, gives the 

following particulars regarding the Russian 
cotton crop, which has now in most parts been gathered :— 

In Fergana province the yield this year is from 30 to 35 per cent. 
greater than last year, and in parts of the Andijan and Namangan 
districts 60-70 per cent. greater. The fibre is white, elastic, and 
firm, and better than that of last year. 

In Samarkand the crop is about 10 per cent. greater this year 
than last, and in some places in Kattykurgan even 50 per cent. 
greater. ‘The fibre is better in quality than last year; it is white, 
pure, firm, and long. 

In the T’ranscaspian region the yield was not so good as last 
year, either in Merv or in Askabad. In the former, however, the 
quality of the fibre was better. In the latter it was less satisfactory 
than in 1908, but was, nevertheless, of the usual colour and fairly 
strong and soft. 

The crop in Bokhara was little different this year from last. The 
fibre was white, firm, and pure, although in some places somewhat. 
coarse. 

The yield in the Borchala district, Tiflis Government, of the 
Caucasus is expected to be greater this year than in 1908. Owing 
to bad weather and an insufficient supply of labour, the picking 
cannot at best be finished before the end of December. The 
quality of the fibre is better than last year, being white, firm, soft, 
and unusually long. 

In the Government of Hrivan, the crop was expected to be 
completely gathered before the end of November. In the districts 
of Erivan, Surmalinsk, and Echmiadzin it is anticipated that the 
yield will be 10 to 15 per cent. greater than last year; the fibre is 
white, soft, and silk-like, and firmer and longer than in 1908. In 
the Nakhichevan district a crop 10 per cent. greater than in 1908 
is expected ; the quality of the fibre is good.

PORTUGAL (ANGOLA). 


With reference to the notice on pp. 28-9 of the “ Board of Trade 
Journal ” of 7th October regarding experiments in cotton growing 
in Angola, the following information is from the report by H.M. 
Consul at Loanda (Mr. H. G. Mackie) on the trade of the country 
in 1908, which will shortly be issued :— 


In view of the dearth of ome wd in Angola the local planters have 
.., been endeavouring to grow perennial varieties 
Experiments with of cotton. With” this object in view the 
CaravonicaCotton. Gy 4rnor-General recently invited the originator 
of a cotton tree, known under the name of Caravonica, to visit Angola 
after inspecting the cotton fields of German South-West Africa. 
It is claimed that this species of cotton, while being superior to the 
American and Egyptian varieties, does not require re-sowing for 
20 years. The originator of the species has pronounced Angola to 
be well adapted for cotton growing, and several local firms have 
entered into contracts with him. It has been agreed that, in return 
for the gratuitous supply of seeds of the Caravonica cotton to the 
extent of a little over a pound for every acre planted, all the cotton 
produced in Angola for a period of 10 years shall be shipped to 
Bremen, where it will be sold at the market price of the day, and 
the amount credited to the shipper after deduction of a commission 
al - of 10 per cent. Should the trials that are now being made 
prove as satisfactory as is expected, Caravonica cotton will 
quickly supersede all the other varieties grown in Angola.

unions, local correspondents, and other sources, employment 
in November was, on the whole, better than in October. There 
was an improvement in the pig iron, tinplate, engineering and 
shipbuilding industries. The printing and bookbinding trades 
were in their busy season. Short time continued in the cotton 
spinning industry, and there was a decline in employment in 
cotton weaving. ‘The other textile trades showed little change. 

As compared with a year ago, all the principal industries oxcept 
cotton spinning showed an improvement. 

In the 416 trade unions, with a net membership of 696,415 
making returns, 45,569 (or 6°5 per cent.) were reported as 
unemployed at the end of November, 1909, compared with 7:1 per 
cent. at the end of October, 1909, and 8°7 per cent. at the end of 
November, 1908.

sale on commission. The object of establishing such a bank 
would be to organise the wheat market on the side of the sellers, 
and to prevent the whole of the crop being perforce thrown on the 
market at the same time, with the consequent artificial lowering 
of prices. The State Bank, it is stated, can only make advances 
for short periods, while the commercial banks impose very onerous 
conditions.

MEXICO-UNITED STATES OF AMERICA.

Torreon during the last three years have proved successful, and 
that a large area will now be planted; the plants will require 
about four years before they become of commercial value.

Engineer and two engineers of the first class.

Confidential Information. 


The Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade has 
for several years been in the habit of forwarding to Chambers of 
Commerce for the use of their members, but not for publication, 
information (chiefly as to openings abroad for British trade) to 
which it appeared desirable in British commercial interests to 
draw attention confidentially. The plan has met with general 
approval, and, in 1906, in order to attain more fully the purpose of 
the Board, namely, to reach all British manufacturers or traders 
interested, it was decided, on the recommendation of the Commer- 
cial Intelligence Committee, to supplement the above-mentioned 
system by opening at the Commercial Intelligence Branch, 73, 
Basinghall Street, E.C., a Register of British firms who desire to 
receive such confidential information relative to their respective 
trades as may come into the hands of the Branch. The Register 
was opened in January, 1907, and a considerable number of British 
firms have since applied and had their names inserted therein. 

British firms desiring to have their names entered in this 
Register should fill up and forward to the Commercial Intelligence 
Branch a form of application, copies of which may be obtained 
at the offices of the Branch. 

Admission to the Register, as well as the retention upon it of 
any firm, is at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

No charge is made for information supplied, but every firm 
admitted to the Register is required to become a subscriber to the 
“ Board cf Trade Journal” (and to register as such with the sale 
agents, Messrs. Wyman & Sons, Limited, Fetter Lane, London, 
E.C.; Messrs. Oliver & Boyd, Tweeddale Court, Edinburgh; or 
Mr. E. Ponsonby, 116, Grafton Street, Dublin), in order to ensure 
that those who wish to receive confidential information should 
first be in possession of all the official information relating to their 
particular trade which is published in that Journal. The annual 
subscription to the Journal, including postage, is 15s. 2d. 

The present scheme is provisional and experimental, and its 
continuance and future development will depend on the results of 
experience. 

Note.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Branch is always ready to answer enquiries, as far as 
possible, on specific subjects, in the interest of British trade.
